RULES THEATERS 
ARE ESSENTIAL 
IN TIME OF WAR 


Performers Are Excepted From 
New Draft Order 


Ushers and Attendants Classed 
as Nonessentials 


In ‘Work or Fight’’ Order Is- 
sued by Provost Marshal 


New York, May 27.—The work or 
fight order issued at Washington by 
Provost Marshal General Crowder has 
caused much perplexity in amusement 
circles as to the correct interpretation 
to be placed upon the wording of the 
order. 

The exact words of the regulation, 
as regards the theatrical industry, 
read as follows: “Persons, including 
ushers and other attendants, engaged 
and occupied in connection with 
games, sports and amusements, except 
actual performers in legitimate cone 
certs, operas and theatrical performe 
ances,”” must seek “other and more 
useful occupations’ — meaning, of 
course, those within the draft age, but 
who have not yet been called. 

It is understood that Secretary of 
War Baker was responsible for the 
cause excluding actors and perform- 
ers from this new ruling. The Secre- 
tary maintains that in time of war 
theatricals should be classed as es- 
sentials, but no reference has so far 
been made to the outdoor show busi- 
ness, altho the consensus of opinion 
seems to be that inasmuch as circuses 
and carnivals are not. specifically 
ruled against that this form of enter- 
tainment will be deemed exempt from 
the new ruling. 

The baseball world is all at sea re- 
carding its standing. Ban Johnson, 
president of the American League, is 
reported to have stated: “I do not be- 
lieve the Government has any inten- 
tion of wiping out baseball altogether, 
but if T had my way I would close 
every THEATER, BALL PARK and 
OTHER PLACBS OF RECREATION 
in the country and make the people 
realize that they are in the most ter- 
rible war in the history of the world.” 
But the foregoing is only Mr. Johnson's 
personal opinion, naturally biased 
from the standpoint of baseball. 

The actor and the showman have 
demonstrated beyond all question their 
usefulness in this war: in fact, had it 
not been for the wonderful work done 
'n the theaters, it is doubtful if the 
various Liberty Loan Drives would 
have been so overwhelmingly success-

Chicago, lll, May 27.—Kensington 
greeted the Coop & Lent Motorized 
Circus with open arms Saturday night. 
The ideally located lot at Cottage 
Grove avenue and 115th street could 
have been twice as large and might 
have contained a tented arena even 
larger than the roomy one in which 
the three-ring circus was housed, yet 
it is doubtful if even the largest cir- 
cus outfit extant could have accom- 
modated the throng which stormed 
the ticket windows long before the 
show started and continued doing so 
until the “sold out” announcement 
was made ten minutes after the circus 
had started. 

Perhaps the weather (which was of 
the kind that the outdoor show world 
prays for) had something to do with 
the show's remarkable drawing pow- 
ers, and the fact that it was Satur- 
day night, when people are wont to 
seek amusement, probably had some 
influence. But a discerning eye would 
have concluded that the one factor, 
above all others, which aroused the 
people’s curiosity and put them in a 
money-spending mood was the fact 
that the novelty of a MOTORIZED 
show is an automatic advertisement 
that puts to shame the efforts of a 
king-pin press agent. 

People have become accustomed to 
tented arenas, and the mere announce- 
ment that a circus is coming holds lit- 
tle of the thrill that it aroused years 
ago. But when the locality was pa- 
pered with promises that a “motorized 
circus’ would soon visit it, countless 
throngs made their way to the lot 
to find out what such an outfit is like. 
The bright, new trucks, trailers and 
coaches, veritable railway equipment 
without tracks, formed the subject of 
endless comment. R. M. Harvey and 
his associates, despite all obstacles, 
including conditions in the car build- 
ing market, had gone ahead resolutely 
and gave the people something to 
talk about that was also something 
worth patronizing. - 

It is doubtful if a “better audience” 
ever assembled for any kind of enter- 
tainment. The people came en masse

ANTI-CABARET ORDINANCE 


Now in Effect in Chicago Will Be Removed From 
City Statutes Within Fortnight, 
It Is Thought 


FAILS TO ACCOMPLISH PURPOSE 
INTENDED 


And Is Largely a Farce According to Opinion of 
Several Aldermen—Booking Agents 
Optimistic 


Chicago, May 27.—Confident antici- 
pation that the anti-cabaret ordinance, 
which has been the subject of so much 
comment since it went into effect about 
three weeks ago, will be removed from 
the city statutes within a fortnight has 
caused a wave of optimism to dispel 
the gloom in locah booking offices de- 
voted to cabarets.

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PASSENGER RATES ADVANCE 


Increase Will Affect Amusement En- 
terprises 


Washington, May 27.—William G. MeAdoo, 
Director-General of Railroads, has ordered rail- 
road freight rates raised 25 per cent and pas- 
senger fares increased to 3 cents a mile, super- 
seeding the present rate of 2% cents. The in- 
orease is made in order to meet the increase in 
wages granted to railroad employees. The new 
freight rates become effective June 25 and the 
passenger rates on June 10. . 

rhe order will affect practically all amusement 
enterprises, not only because freight rates and 
passenger fares of showmen are increased, but 
also because the order cuts ont all special ex- 
eursion, mileage, convention and tourist rates, 
with a few exceptions. 

In annonneing the increases the Director-Gen- 
eral states that if they turn out to be more than 
needed they will promptly be readjusted, so as 
to prevent any unnecessary burden upon the 
public.

Ever since the smart Alec of the small town 
discarded his knickerbockers for those $14.98 
mail order house clothing caricatures, consisting 
of braided, patch-pocketed coats, peg-top trous- 
ers, silk stripe shirts, many hued socks, patent 
leather shoes and Dicky hats that the illustrated 
catalogs depict as being classy, he has cherished 
an ambition to see and be seen on Broadway. 


No one will deny the indisputable fact that 
some of our shining lights’ in art and science 
are the products of small towns. A few of 
them have returned to the scenes of their child- 
hood with a bank roll of sufficient size to lift 
the big mortgage off the little Queen Anne 
cottage and make life more comfortable for the 
old folks at home, but for every one who has 
made good there have been hundreds who have 
failed, . 

The Great White Way is noted for the ap- 
pearance and disappearance of human failures. 
Who they are, where they come from or where 
they go, no one knows or cares. Suffice it to 
say that while they are on the Big Street they 
are a menace to everyone having legitimate 
business on Broadway or in its immediate 
* Vicinity. 

As Dire ct Attornes of New York County, 
Charles S. Whitman w.. @earless in protecting 
the weak and prosecutmtng those who took ad- 
vantage of them. Among those who fought shy 
of a call to the District Attorney’s office was 
the pompous individual, who, at the expense of 
an unsophisticated tailor, put up a swell front 
and posed on street corners, ogling the women 
as they passed by. If requested to move on by 
a courteous policeman he ranted and raved of 
his ‘‘constitutional rights,’’ based solely on the 
fact that headquarters hadn’t as yet landed his 
finger prints. Somewhat different from the 
silken-hose Piper was the big ensemble of in- 
ternational con-artists, short-card and _ short- 
change manipulators and the so-called tango 
specialists, lounge lizards and their female lobby- 

gows, tailed by race track touts, cannon mobs, 

Manhattan cadets, Boston bollers makers and 

Philadelphia Pi’s. 

Senator Robinson probably had this grand, 
eloquent but nonproductive nondescript aggregu- 
gation of easy money-getters in mind when he 
fathered the antiloafing bill during the last 
session of the New York State Legislature. 

It is reasonable to assume that after it had 
passed both houses that much influence was 
brought to bear upon Governor Whitman to place 
it in the morgue by his veto. But the same hon- 
esty of purpose that governed his activities as 
former district attorney actuated him as the 
“State’s chief executive in making the Anti-Loaf- 
ing Bill become a law and driving from Broad- 
way the undesirable citizen and giving unto the 
show folks that which precedent has given them 
for years, not the constitutional right, but the 
right of tolerance, earned by consideration for 
the rights of others. 

Broadway from 38th to 48th street is honey-

en of intellect and refinement who ofttime stop 
on the sidewalk when meeting professional as- 
sociates for a short conversation, but move on 
if requested to do so, and there is no raving of 
constitutional rights, but a sincere desire on 
their part to prove themselves inoffensive and 
lawabiding citizens. This is especially true of 
the burlesque folks, who now flock around 47th

In consequence publil’ ers 
who purchase a song when enthusiasm over a 
definite phase is at fever heat frequently find 
that all interest dies out before the number gets 
off the press. This presents an acute problem, 
which can be met with successfully only in ad- 
vance, and how a publisher can tell in advance 
what the new phase is likely to be is well be- 
yond human understanding.

But just a week ago I got 
a number much the same and it was written by a chap who's known to worldwide fame. So, 
tho I'd like to use your song and put it out in style, I'll have to concentrate upen what I've 
got for a while.”’ 

I'm glad the draft has come along and thinned that Broadway crew, they won't think much 
of writing songs with sterner things to do. A trench is not the nicest spot for coining clever 
rhymes with Fritzes taking shots at you a hundred million times. I hardly think pianos will 
be anywhere around for them to write their tunes upon while on the battleground. I will not 


envy their careers as heroes in the war if only they will promise not to write songs any more. 
I'll send a letter to the head of each Exemption Beard and tell them that 
pends upon the sword, I'll say that they’d be foolish to let onr song writers go for anything 
but battle when we must defeat the foe. I'll say a battlefield’s the place for them to have 
their fun—and not to let a chap escape who's under thirty-one. I know that I'll quite sin- 
cere in voicing this thought, too, for 1 am safe by just one year, as I've passed thirty-two. 


When all these fellows go to war, who will be left to please the public with the clever 
lines and snappy melodies? How will performers get the stuff that they're compelled to sing? 
Who'll fit them out with special songs and acts and everything? If all song writers go to war 
I'll get my little chance, I'll claim enormous royalties, collect them in advance. My star of 
, fame is bound to rise to great heights, sure as fate; if all hit writers go to war I'll be considered 
great!—CASPER NATHAN.

ARTIFICIAL SINCERITY 


Successful song writing seems to involve a peculiar form of artificial sincerity equally no- 
+ineable in novelty and sentimental efforts. The writer of these lines has frequently advanced 
the argument that campaigns against salacious songs should include efforts to wipe out the so- 
called high-class ballads, not because they are “‘bad,’’ but because an analysis of their sentiment 
frequently shows even more sensuality than that revealed in the out-and-out obscene songs. 
This point is brought out in this connection (rather irrelevantly perhaps) merely to show to 
what extremes lyricists will go in the endeavor to express thoughts so thoroly and, at the same 
time, originally, that people will accept them in preference to lack-luster numbers. It is this 
factor which makes criticism of songs such a difficult task, for, frequently, a number which 
may be ripped to pieces, because of very apparent incongruities, is the one that ‘‘goes over’ 
sheerly because the public accepts these incongruities as novelty expressions. On the other 
hand a number may have nothing wrong with it, be proper in every respect, yet constructed in 
such a way that it has little or no possibilities of taking bold. In order to get at the real 
market value of songs anybody endeavoring to criticize must always bear in mind the extremely 
artificial requirements of modern song writing.

New York,, May 25.—The Washington Square 
Players closed their playhouse, the Comedy 
Theater, Tuesday night, and have gone into 
voluntary bankruptcy. An assignment of assets 
for the benefit of creditors was made to Hugo 
Gerber of 1476 Broadway and Bernard Bern- 
baum of 220 Broadway. The action of the di- 
rectors of the organization was made necessary 
by the loss of many of their actors in the draft, 
coupled with other hardships brought upon the 
theater by the war. 

The company was playing its fourth season, 
having been organized in 1915 by a group of 
drama lovers, who sought to break away from 
the limitations of the present day stage. Its 
clientele, while limjted, was appreciative, and 
was sufficiently large to have carried the or- 
ganization thru successfully had not the war de- 
pleted the ranks of its players to such an extent 
as to seriously cripple the company. It is not 
thought that the future of the company, as a 
producing organization, will be affected, it is 
said. According to a statement issued by Ed- 
ward Goodman, president of the organization, the 
assignment was a friendly one and was made so 
that the business of the company could be 
transacted during the absence of Mr. Goodman, 
who has been drafted and must soon leave for 
camp. 

It is probable that the company will occupy 
the Comedy Theater again next season, altho no 
definite arrangements have been made. The fu- 
ture of the company, it is said, rests largely 
upon the outcome of the engagement it will fill 
in San Francisco this summer. <A season of four 
or five weeks bas been arranged at the Columbia 
Theater in that city, and should this prove suc- 
cessful a brief tour of Western States will be 
undertaken, 

The Washington Players Company was incor- 
porated in 1915 with a capital of $1,000, later 
increasing the capitalization to $75,000. It spe- 
cialized in one-act plays, but its efforts were not 
cepfined to these. It chose what it thought best 
from an artistic standpoint, its creed being, ‘‘In

And 
when propaganda has become popular it is usu- 
ally no longer necessary, The theater and its 
adjunct, the screen, have followed public sen- 
timent rather than taking the initiative in 
leading and molding it. 

In doing this they bave not done their best 
in the great work of aiding the Government in 
the prosecution of ¢he war. Granted, it is 
difficult to judge the cumulative effect of ideas 
and suggestions shot haphazardly into the air 
from many sources and in many directions. 
The theater has generally been credited with 
a large share in the awakening of the public 
to the seriousness of the situation and in the 
arousing of the people to an enthusiastic deter- 
mination to see things thru to victory. But how 
much more effective its work would be were 
ita efforts coordinated, were they directed to- 
wards specific ends in the prosecution of a cam- 
paign definitely planned by experts, Just as the 
editorial policies of administration organs are 
conducted to predestined conclusions step by 
step under central leadership. 

In the propaganda we have studied there has 
been some rather effective calling of names. 
The hun bas been depicted in all his bloody, 
wanton ruthlessness. His inexplicable inhu- 
manity has been portrayed with terrible vivid- 
ness. His monstermaster has been shown up as 
the degenerate tyrant that he doubtless is, and 
his sanity bas been adroitly qnestioned. It is 
easy enough to arouse responsive chords with 
stuff like this. At a showing of the picture, 
The Kaiser, the Beast of Berlin, in New York 
recently, when the beast was shown admiring 
himself before a mirror, a dongh-boy fn the 
audience rose in his wrath and shaking his 
fist at the screened figure cried out, “You 
won't look #0 handsome when I get thru with 
your” 

But this sort of staff doesn’t spread the 
doctrine and ideals we're fighting for. It’s 
good—it's fine—to work np mob feeling against 
our foes, to stir the blood of prospective sol- 
@iers to the fighting pitch, making them want 
to get after the hun jost because he is what 
he is, or to make the stay-at-bomes feel that 
the sacrifice of loved ones is necessary to keep 
the beasts from our own door steps. But this 
isn't half enough, 

A leading critic, seeing My Four Years in 
Germany, declared that be was left with the 
feeling that we were at war because the kaiser 
was rude to our Mr. Gerard, That's the sort 
of impression that continuous harping apon one 
Phase of the subject is likely to create. We are 
belittling our cause by throwing stress on second- 
ary points, A central committee appointed by 
the allied arts to supervise propaganda pictures 
snl plays end their exploitation might suc- 
ceed in effecting a well-balanced presentation of 
our cause, making clear all the rf why 


for the second time and Edward Terry gave 
America its first look at his Dick Phenyl in 
Sweet Lavender. Mrs, Campbell headed a splen- 
did cast in Sardon’s The Sorcereess and another 
spectacular offering showed Leslie Carter in Be- 
lasco’s Adrea. You Never Can Tell had its first 
American showing, and The College Widow, 
Mrs. Wiggs of the Cabbage Patch, The Woman 
in the Case and The Heir to the Hoorah were 
some of the other hits of the year. There were 
four plays by Fitch, two by Pinero and one 
apiece by Thomas, Jones, Zangwill and Richepin. 
All these besides the all-star casts in the re- 
vivals previously commented upon. Yes, it 
was a rotten year, and even tho it happened 
before the days of the Hippodrome, the Follies 
and of Mr. R’s pet shows it throws a pale 
yellow light on the accomplishments of the year 
just waning. 

We might have made a stronger case against 
"17-"18 had we examined the record of the year 
that followed, when Peter Pan and Man and 
Superman were included in a list of hits that 
was all out of the usual proportion to the num- 
ber of plays produced; or the year following 
that, which will be remembered for The Truth, 


The season ten years ago was very much like 
this one in many respects. Production then was 
limited, there were only forty-six new dramas 
shown, but the number of failures was great. 
There was little Shakespeare, quite a bit of 
acting in foreign tongues, and quite a lot of 
Ibsen—Mrs. Fiske’s Rosmersholm and Nazimo- 
va’s Master Builder for example. The recent 
triumph of Galli-Curcl was paralleled by the 
debut of Tettrazini, and the leaning towards 
innovations from foreign sources was indicated 
by the introduction of the modern French school 
of music at the Manhattan with the Mary Gar- 
den repertoire and the fiasco of Chaliapine at 
the Metropolitan. There were a few big mu- 
sical hits, The Merry Widow among them, and 
such high-class musical plays as Tom Jones, A 
Waltz Dream and Miss Hook of Holland found 
favor. Some of the work of the standard writers 
of the day was much below par. So the year 
does resemble the present season quite closely 
save for the outstanding fact that there were 
big plays produced that will not soon be for- 
gotten. Our present season was enjoyable, but 
it had no high lights. And therein lies our tale.

A. E. R., whoever he may be, is inclined 
fo stress the importance of certain spectacular 
musical entertainments of the day, writes to 
find fault with our selection of the season of 
‘04-05 with which to slur the value of the 
artistic accomplishments of the current season 
by odious comparison. “It may have been 
rich in all-star casts, but that was because it 
was 4 rotten year, and the stars who had failed 
were out of work,."’ 

We admit that we might have picked a bet- 
ter year with ease, for as we stated in our article 
the year was picked haphazardly. But granting 
it was a poor year the comparison becomes the 
more odious. For it looks as if managers were 
trying harder for the worthwhile thing then 
than they are today. 

That particular rotten year—there are so many 
of them—surely saw a bit of theatrical history 
in the making. It was the year when Sothern 
and Marlowe formed thelr memorable  mbtna- 
tion and did the first of their joint Shake- 
spearean productions. It was the year that Rejane 
came over and treated us to her tncomparable 
Zaza, to Brienx’s Rot Ronge and to the 
fascinating Mellac and Halevy comedies. It 
was the year that Mrs. Fiske formed her 
wonderful Manhattan Theaver Company, with 
Mason, Arliss and Mack in its ranks, and 
capped a series of notable revivals with her 
Nig success In Leah Kleschna, It was the year 
that Mantell returned to Broadway after an 
absence of decades. It was the year when 
Warfield! first did The Music Master and os- 
tablished himself as the avorite character 
fetor of American audiences. That year Viola 
Allen did The Winter's Tale, Mansfield did The 
Misanthrope, Forbes Robertson visited America 


The Great Divide and The New York Idea, for 
The Hypocrites, The Silver Box, The Reckoning 
and His House in Order, for Robertson's show- 
ing of Caesar and Cleopatra and for Mansfield’s 
Peer Gynt, and his death, or for Nazimova’s 
debut in English, or the first visit of Novelli, 
of young Irving, or of Lena Ashwell with The 
Shulamite, or of the tours of Ellen Terry and 
of Guilbert and Chevalier, or of the Sothern- 
Marlowe John the Baptist and other big pro- 
ductions, or Miss Allen's revival of Cymbeline, 
or Miss Russell's Puck, or Miss George's first 
Cypriente, or, perhaps, Miss Robson's season at 
the new Liberty following Zangwill, Jerome 
and Fitch plays with Armstrong’s Salomy Jane, 
o> The Chorus Lady, The Man of the Hour, The 
Rose of the Rancho, The Three of Us, The Road 
to Yesterday or Brewster's Millions, most of 
which brought new playwrights to the fore, 
Yes, that was a pretty good year to pick for 
the purpose of comparisons. It was also the 
year the Manhattan Opera House was opened, 
that Butterfly was first sung here both in Eng- 
lish and Italian, and that the big fuss over 
Salome occurred. It WAS a year in which 
stage history was written. 

Usually, however, the historian divides time 
into decades, and the insignificance of the ac- 
complishment of the year just finished is shown 
up vividly by comparison with the season of 
‘O7-08, for ten years ago we had the most 
notable season in the history of the American 
stage. The fact that the average American 
play of today is so much better than the average 
play of ten years ago is due to the fact that 
four plays produced ten years ago with simul- 
taneous success established the contemporary 
American school of playwriting. Only two 
of these plays were of American authorship. 
The four plays were The Witching Hour, The 
Thief, The Servant in the House and Paid in 
Fol, 


FABER NOT KILLED 


Chicago, May 26.—A letter from Henry Arthur 
Jones, the dramatist, reveals that the report 
of the death of his son-indaw, Leslie Faber, 
formerly an actor, who was said to have been 
killed in action on the Western front, was er- 
roneous, as Faber was captured by the Ger- 
mans. Faber played with The White Feather 
(later called The Man Who Stayed at Home) in 
Chicago three seasons ago.

Expresses Her Opinion Regarding the 
Actors’ Equity Association—Justice 
for Actor and Manager 


What 1 feel the big object back of all 
seeming personal needs dealt with by the Actors’ 
Equity Association is the bringing together of 
all the best elements touching the theater. We 
do want equity between manager and actor, 
and actor and actor, loyalty, honesty of purpose 
and truth to fill ideals. It is a house divided 
against itself whith can not stand, and so the 
manager needs the individual @oyalty and per- 
sonal honesty of the actor as much as his 
acting ability, and ihe actor needs the realiza- 
tien that the spirit of justice and equity is 
back of the legal contract which the manager 
gives him. One of the big services which the 
A. E. A. is able to render is te do away with 
personal friction arising from any question be- 
tween actor and manager, and if we members 
of the A. E. A. would go to the association for 
advice before signing a contract (of course, 
first having asked from the prospective Manager 
for the form of Equity contract which covers 
the engagement in question) we certainly would 
greatly assist all sides. as 1 understand most 
of the men in management today consider the 
A. E. A. of distinct value and help, and are 
absolutely willing to sign the forms of con- 
tract agreed upon, and arbitrate any question 
arising. It does not seem necessary to many 
individual actors, who from long association 
with some particular management, having al- 
wars been fortunate enongh to be fairly dealt 
with, to ask for a contract. But it is the 
greatest good to the greatest number that the 
A. E, A, stands for and demands the loyalty of 
each member to the interests of all. And cer- 
tainly, if manager and actor have always 
treated each other with fairness and loyalty, 
neither one will object to an Equity contraet, 
further cementing the bond. We each know 
in our hearts whether we are putting our own 
individual need or desire or ambition ahead of 
the great tule, “All things ye 
would that men should do to you do ye even so 
to them,”? and if we are not true to the high 
ideals of the fine principles of the A. E. A. 
we can scarcely complain when unfair conditions 
touch one, or all; for we, each one, who de 
not live up to the spirit, as well as the letter 
of Equity, interferes seriously with real prog-

port says: 

“Finally, we have secured the services of 
Eugene Ysaye as permanent conductor. On his 
first appearance here as guest conductor he car 
ried our musical public with him on a great 
wave of enthusiasm. Under his leadership the 
May Festival was given in spite of not a little 
misgiving on account of the war, and carried 
thru with brilliant success. Visitors from many 
parts of the country were present—cities as re- 
mote as San Francisco and New Orleans being 
represented. 

“The appointment of M. Ysaye, as leader of 
our orchestra, has excited much interest and 
many favorable comments thruout the countrr. 
It bas enabled us to make arrangements for 
tours as extended as our time will permit.”’ 

Mrs, Taft mentions the fact that the orchestra 
is to be augmented to 90 men and that manr 
new friends will be added to the orchestra, 
which emerged from the past season ‘‘more 
firmly intrenched in the hearts of our people 
than ever before.”’ 


MUZIO’S PRESENCE 
Adds Interest to Film 


Chicago, May 24.—One particularly bright 
feature of the showing of Pershing’s Crusaders 
at Orchestra Hall lay in the eplendid singing 
of Claudia Muzio. She sang Puccini's One Fine 
Day and the Vissi d’arte, later singing The 
Star-Spangled Banner and the Marseillaise. 
Her fame in Italy and ber work with the Metro- 
politan Grand Opera combine to make Chicago 
music lovers glad that she will be heard at 
Ravinia all summer. 


GERALDINE MORGAN DIES 


New York, May 25.—Mrs. Geraldine Morgs9 
Roeder, wife of Benjamin F. Roeder, general 
manager for David Belasco, and known some 
years ago on the concert stage as Geraldine 
Morgan, a noted violinist, died Monday at her 
home, 125 West Fifty-fifth street. Mrs. Morgan 
was the first American to win the Mendelssobn 
prize in Berlin and was a favorite pupil of 
Joseph Joachim. 


WOULD INTERN MERX 


Chicago, May 25.—The internment of Hans 
Merx, musical director of the Chicago arch 
diocese of the Catholic Church, is urged by Dis 
trict Attorney Charles F. Clyne, who has asked 
for a presidential warrant, on grounds of pro 
Germanism.

DEATH OF DR. COLE 


George Lamont Cole, known internationally as 
an archaeologist, died at his home in Los An- 
geles, Cal., of May 11. Death was due to heart 
failure. Mr. Cole was regarded as an authority 
on the ancient cliff dwellers and of the life, 
manners and customs of the modern pueblo peo 
ple of the Southwest. He had assembled archaeos- 
logical collections for many museums in this 
country and in Europe. He was 60 years olf. 
There were few men in all our experience who 
made the deep, sincere impression on all with 
whom he came in contact as did this quiet stu- 
dent of the ancient cliff dwellers. He was more 
than a friend. He was one of the noblest char- 
acters we have ever met and bis worth to the 
world was never as well appreciated as it might 
have been had he been more of a showman and 
less of a devout student. In the death of George 
Lamont Cole the lyceum and chautauqua loses 
one of its noblest, most unselfish and true work- 
ers.

A COLUMN FOR A MEAL 


The motion picture business—prob- 
ably because it is younger than most 
industries—frequently hits upon a 
new idea which is as old as the hills 
and (this is the startling point) “gets 
away with it.” 

Its press agents stage things that 
would make legitimate P. As. blush 
with shame. 

The latest variation of the old stunt 
of “getting something for nothing” is 
the “‘writeup for a dinner” graft.

The motion picture star, hungry for 
free publicity or the next best thing 
and finding it somewhat difficult to 
get it thru the regular channels, now 
has recourse to the “wonderful idea,” 
which usually “works.” 

The P. A. gets in touch with the 
young people of both sexes working 
upon the dailies, tells them the star 
is passing thru the city on the way to 
or from the Coast—and would be de- 
lighted to have the honor of meeting 
the representatives at a certain hotel, 
where a little dinner is to be staged. 

The movie critics jump away from 
their typewriters and hotfoot it for 
the hotel mentioned. They are shown 
an imposing suite of rooms occupied 
by the star. Then they’re led to the 
“Italian,” “French” or “Egyptian” 
room for the banquet. Two hours later 
than scheduled the star flounces in. 
Interesting comment is passed upon 
the war or pictures or both and the 
star hurries away to make a train 
while the ladies and gentlemen of the 
press cry in unison, “Isn’t she beauti- 
ful?” or “Isn’t he handsome?” 

That day or the next each daily 
contains a long interview with the star 
written by the “expert critic.”

‘Somewhere in France’ is a_ lone- 
some place at best, and a Billboard is like a 
chat with an old friend. I have just learned 
that Harry Allen, clown, last season with Pat- 
terson4jollmar Circus, is over here in the Cana- 
dian army, and I am mailing him some Bill- 
boards. I'd be glad to get the addresses of any 
circus people doing their bit over here, and we 
might arrange to meet.”’

If McLeod and Crutchfield were out to 
get advertising for themselves and the res- 
taurants they work for they sure get it, but 
I don’t guess the restaurant men are a thou- 
sand dollars’ worth high on their roping ability 
or else they’d called Byers’ money. I don’t 
know what kind of a hand Chet would make in 
@ restaurant with a rope or McLeod or Crutch- 
field either, but I know there are several boys 
down here who'll bank a little change on Byers 
beating any of them birds in all-round fancy 
roping. This talk goes for Bee Ho Gray, too, 
and can be called by him, Helen or Jack Santee 
or any of bis other friends who want to back 
their talk with money. Saw Sierra Blanca. 
Jobnnie Mullens—Where are you? The boys 
around White Water were asking for you.’*—

E. C. Willits sends us a lengthy letter to be 
published. It was written by Trooper Tom Con- 
nor, No. 5087, 19th Hussars Att., Leicester Yeo- 
manry, British Ex. Forces, France. All the folks 
who were with the 101 Ranch Show at White 
City, London, Eng., in 1914, know Trooper Con- 
nor as the soldier who used to ride the bucking 
horse, Salty Dog. We ask all who know this 
boy to drop him a line. Just imagine how glad 
he’ll be to get your letters. His letter from the 
trenches reads in part: 

““‘Dear Friends—I see by the post mark on 
your letter it took twenty-four days to reach me 
in this miserable country of mud and sudden 
death. You folks appear to be having a fine 
time touring the U. S. A., while poor Tommy, 
the dashing Hussar (ha! ha!), has a rotten time 
dodging shells of every blinkering pattern, bul- 
lets, gas bombs and Heaven knows what. Now, 
folks, I’m not grumbling any, just Jetting you 
know a little of what we have to go thru to 
beat these pigs of Germans, and by what I can 
see and hear every day we'll win if we all have 
to go thru hell to do it. Well, after what I’ve 
gone thru out here (and there are thousands 
had it worse) these last thirty-six months, I 
sometimes think there is no hell. Say, you 
should be in a bombardment or a raid on Fritz’s 
trenches; you'll get all the thrills you want and 
all free. The usual fee is one rifle and bayonet, 
half dozen bombs, 100 round of ammunition, and 
there you are. Our artillery opens the ball with 
a box barrage and over you go and kill off as 
many as you can, then come back if you’re not 
eracked yourself. Easy, isn’t it? Well, now 
I’m not going to tell you any yarns and say Y 
like it, but the general opinion is that we are 
here and here we'll stick. And if the Germans 
ean shift us we will certainly take our stee1 
helmets off to ‘him.’ But let ‘him’ come along, 
he'll sure get a bending. We have something 
up our sleeves and it’s not a dirty shirt, either. 
I’m a sniper and scout, and it is sure a hair- 
raising job, but the excitement is worth it. I 
bave had many a night under Fritz’s barbed 
wire and killed off a few. We had a nice little 
dust on Xmas Eve. The snipers were out in No 
Man’s Land. We were dressed in camouflage, 
that is, we were all in white, because there 
was three or four feet of snow on the ground. 
We met a large raiding party and most of them 
were drunk. They outnumbered us nine to one. 
It was about 3 o’clock in the morning and they 
could hardly see us. We dashed straight in 
among the bunch. Lord, what a scramble! They 
were half brave with the drink in them and for 
a little while we could hardly see each other, 
with bombs bursting, rifles going and the yells. 
We upset the blooming line (trenches) for miles. 
8S. O. S. signals were going up all over the place. 
Star lights were going up and they made the 
place as light as day. One German bent himself 
back to i a bomb and I got him in the 
belly. He just said, Oh Gott, then down I 
went; a bomb blew me down and I got a little 
piece of it in tha leg, but it only burned me a 
dit. As I was getting up a tall man rushed at 
me and I shot him in the face. After that it 
was every man for himself and we got back to 
When we got back in our 
own trenches we had a good feed and everybody 
waround wishing all a Merry Xmas. We got a 

few packages thrown at us for doing so. After 

that I went to the snipers’ dugout and had a 

zood sleep. ‘It’s a gay life, but for some a short 

one. I’ve been in most of the big battles, such 

2s Ypres. Loos, where I got blown up with a 

gas Shell, got blinded a bit, was in the hospital 

at Boulogne until I got better, then back to my 
regiment and again in the trenches the winter 
of 1916. I got a bullet in my hand there. The 

next big stunt was the battle of the Somme. I 

Zot busted up there and went to good old Eng- 

land on a stretcher, then came out to this outfit 

last April (1917). We got to the battle of 

Cambrai. But what happened there is not for 

me to say, as the censor would have a fit. Stack 

Lee used to ask me when I would be a general. 

Tell him for m& that up to date I’m a ful1 

blown trooper and quite content. Tel! all the 

boys and girls T know to write me, and huve all 
of them send me some photos in their Wild West 
clothes. Here I am out here in the blinking war 
boosting my Wild West pals and not a picture 
of any of you to back me up, except those of 
Guy Weadick’s stampede riders and a picture of 
Charlie Aldridge. They’ve been seen by thou- 
sands of soldiers from all over the world. Now, 
Ernest, send me a picture of you and the wife 
and I'll send it home and have it framed. Yes, 
my home. I am married and we have a baby 
three years old. I get letters galore telling me 
about the baby’s progress and it cheers me up 
~ermngag we We have some pretty good times 
here. Every chance we get we have concerts. 
I'm usually there with a Wild West sketchg but 
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$5,000.00

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M. P. DIRECTORS CAN MAKE 


OR BREAK THE PICTURE 


Have the Power To Achieve the Highest Ideals and 
Expunge the Evils Which Threaten the Growth 
of the Industry—A Standard for Quality 
and Decency Must Be Fixed 


In reviewing thousands of pictures in the 
projection room the conviction is forced upon 
us that the hidden individual in back of the 
curtain (screen) is largely responsible for the 
merit or demerit of a photoplay production and 
that this individual is the DIRECTOR who 
stages the scenes while the results of his ef- 
forts come in the collectoral aftermath. 


Satisfying the public is perhaps the most 
onerous task in the making of the celluoid play. 
The natural tendency of a director is to place 
as mapy good qualities as possible in the scenes, 
working as he does for his company’s output, 
and it may be this very zeal on his part which 
causes bim to overlook the unnecessary poor 
qualities interjected in the story. It is ad- 
mitted that the makers of the silent drama are 
as mindful of the deficiencies of this still im- 
mature art as are the carping critics, who, 
however so inclined, have so far failed to sug- 
gest but few remedies to reduce the overflow of 
sex-appeal stories now flooding the market. There 
should be a fixed standardization for quality and 
decency dp the film industry, and the screen di- 
rector should exercise his prerogative to prevent 
anything of an indelicate nature from appear- 
ing in the scene under his direction. He should 
be alert to the requirements of a family clien- 
tele, and exercise discernment in screening de- 
grading screnes, for the aim of the vast Ameri- 
can public is to preserve the sanctity of mar- 
riage, the purity of its women and the sacref- 
ness of the domestic circle. When these cher- 
ished ideals are violated by the intrusion of dis- 
gusting pictures portraying stories that reflect 
op the virtue of women, the degrading of wife- 
hood, then such pictures are a menace and 
should be stamped out. Here is where the hand 
of a competent director ¢an make itself felt. 
His sway is potential with unlimited possibil- 
ities for the betterment of the silent drama. 
He is the logical one to remove anachronisms 
and incongruities—to reduce an undesirable 
quality in a scenario to a minimum, to anni- 
hilate entirely, if meed be, most of the awful 
concoctions misnamed ‘“‘suitable screen stories.’’ 
He can, if he will, make a story develop under 
his direction, measuring up to the standard of 
cleanliness and charm. The lack of these quali- 
ties explains why such a large number of ex- 
pensive productions recently produced on a scale 
of magn‘ficence have failed to draw patronage. 
The public tis the arbiter after all, and while there 
are a few degenerate minds who prefer ugliness

be gained, and a director has the power which 
molds conditions for the approval of the specta- 
tor. Many of these men bave failed lamentably 
to measure up to the opportunities afforded them, 
They should watch vigilantly for a7 evil sug- 
gestions that creep into a scenario and stamp 
out the viciousness before it takes root. It is 
gratifying to observe that the film industry 
has a number of able conscientious directors, 
who are mental giants, impregnable bu)warks 
bebind the picture, who are consistently careful 
of their output. These men realize that they 
are more responsible for what appears upon 
the screen than the actors who are ordered to 
appear in certain scenes at the bidding of the 
director. That motion picture direction has 
grown to an art is demonstrated by the re- 
markable array of talented men whose untiring 
efforts have evolved masterpieces of fictional 
picturization—men who have used their in- 
telligence, their brain and innate refinement— 
and who possess the courage to animate with 
their genius a narrative entirely devoid of 
suggestion or sex lure appeal; in other words, 
these men are striving for a prestige-building 
reputation of decency on the screen. It is ad- 
visable to encourage only the best of pictures, 
to exterminate all thoughts which arouse low 
passion or tend to lead children into vicious 


habits. The young mind appreciates the beauti- 
ful and it is sound educational doctrine to offer 
only that which benefits e-d exalts. The art 
of Shadowgraphy is a gigantic contribution to 
epoch-making achievements. A proper recogni- 
tion of the public taste for clean pictures will 
make the contribution a permanent one. Of 
course a @irector can not accomplish miracles,

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CHICAGO CITY COUNCIL 


Makes Initial Move To Oust Funk- 
houser—Censor Has Strong Back- 
ing and Will Undoubtedly 
Remain in Power 


Chicago, May 25.—By a vote of 11 to 5 the 
City Council Judiciary Committee, recommending 
the passage of an ordinance stripping Major 
Funkhouser of his present power over films, on 
Wednesday precipitated a debate, the outcome 
of which will find the Major stronger than ever 
or completely eliminated as a film factor. 

Alderman Maypole said his motive in intrb- 
ducing the ordinance was to do away with one- 
man censorship, adding that his measure pro- 
vided for majority rule by the Censor Board. 
The ordinance makes it mandatory on the Police 
Chief to issue or deny a permit for any motion 
picture at the will of the Censor Board's ma- 
jority. 

The committee action was taken in spite of 
the fact that Assistant Corporation Counsel 
Frank D. Ayers told the Council a week ago 
that the proposed ordinance is unconstitutional, 
on the grounds that it is illegal to make the 
Chief of Police subordinate to his subordinates, 
constituting the courts as the real censors, which 
would result in as many standards for censor- 
ship as there are Judges. 

The ordinance fails to state of what a ma- 
jority shall consist. At present two or three 
censors may pass upon @ picture, tho there are 
twelve members on the Board. It does not state 
whether all members must pass opinions, pledg 


Ting a majority of twelve. 


Representatives of influential church and civic 
organizations vigorously supported the present 
censorship regime, claiming the ordinance would 
pefmit unscrupulous manufacturers to control 
the Chicago motion picture situation. Aldermen 
supporting Funkhouser are confident the ori- 
nance will not gain the support of a majority. 

It is significant that simultaneously with the 
Council's storm session Judges Evans, Baker and 
Geiger, of the U. 8. Court of Appeals, after 
viewing part of The Rose of Blood film (a For 
production), announced thru Judge Baker that 
the decision of Judge Carpenter denying an in- 
junction restraining Major Funkhouser from en- 
forcing modifications of the picture would be 
sustained. Inasmuch as Fox has been behind 
most of the anti-Funkhouser activities, this legal 
action augurs an ultimate Funkb victory.

Issues Definite Charges Against the 
Stanley Booking Corporation 


Washington, May 25.—The Stanley Booking 
Corporation, of Philadelphia, exhibitors and 
dealers in motion picture films, is charged with 
various unfair methods of competition in a com- 
plaint issued by the Federal Trade Commission. 
This complaint alleges that with the purpose, 
intent and effect of stifling and suppressing 
competition in the sale and leasing of motion 
picture films the Stanley Booking Corporation 
has: 

(a) By divers means and methods caused con- 
tracts for the exhibition of films entered into by 
its competitors to be broken and canceled, which 
was designed to and did embarrass, harass and 
hinder these competitors in the conduct of their 
business. 

(>) Procured films advertised for exhibition by 
competitors and displayed them in advance of 
the dates advertised by these competitors, the 
displays occurring in theaters near those of such 
competitors, and the price of admission being 
less than was advertised by the competitors. 

(c) Leased, sold and made contracts for the 
leasing and sale of films on the condition that 
the purchaser or lessee shall not use or exhibit 
the films dealt in by competitors of the Stanley 
Rooking Corporation. 

(d) By threats and various methods of intimi- 
dation compelled owners and operators of 
numerous moving picture theaters to pay the 
Stanley Booking Corporation ten per cent of the 
cost of films booked directly from producers. 

(e) Compelled owners and operators of numer- 
ous moving picture theaters in New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania and Delaware to book films thru 
the Stanley Booking Corporation thru threats to 
cut off their supply of films. 

(f) By threats of withdrawal of its patronage 
and divers methods of intimidation compelled 
producers of films and exchanges handling films 
to cease supplying certain of its competitors,

THE STREET OF SEVEN STARS 


(Theodore C, Deitrich Presents Doris Kenyon in 
a Magnificent Picturization of the Story by 
Mary Roberts Rinehart. A Screen 
Idyl All Smiles and Tears Like 
an April Day Merits High- 
est Commendation) 


This is indeed a picture de luxe, devoid of 
sensationalism, relying solely upon its appeal to 
the emotion. The Street of Seven Stars is a 
step forward in the progress of motion picture 
building. In a quiet, unobtrusive manner, this 
narrative, which is simplicity itself, gets over 
the footlights and registers the biggest kind of 
a hit solely on its intrinsic worth. No plati- 
tudes can do justice to the care bestowed upon 
its production, and the marvelous effect its 
gradual unfolding has upon an audience. 

Here masterfil direction is paramount to dra- 
matic thrills, and genuine merit in depicting a 
story by photography has never been surpassed. 
This unprecedentedly beautiful photoplay will 
afford pleasure to the world at large for many a 
day to come. To Director John D. O’Brien all 
credit is due for this unusual production of a big 
subject. The music embodied in the story's re- 
cital is of valuable assistance in prolonging the 
charm of this idyllic love romance. Starting in 
its vivid realism was the camera work executed 
by William 8S. Crolly, an expert cinematographer 
—special mention should be made of a sylvan dell, 
# woodland threaded thru with a silver stream; 
also a pastoral scene with a flock of sheep so 
exquisitely photographed that it left an in- 
delible impression upon the beholder. A blizzard 
in the Alps and a crowd of merrymakers on 
skiis afforded much amusement. The acting 
was of a high order, each character having a 
perfect prototype, aud the benign countenance 
of the old musie master recalls visions of Wag- 
ner. 
Doris Kenyon is in a class by herself, being of 
a spiritual type of feminine loveliness, in which 
an active intelligence blends with a complete 
grasp of stage technique. Her interpretation of 
Harmony Wells was at all times kept well 
within the confines of an innocent girl’s under- 
standing. Her violin playing of the Humoresque 
winding thru the story, giving inspiration to the 
discouraged artist, bringing happiness to a 
crippled Httle boy and ultimately leading the 
heroine berself from out of the labyrinth of 
doubt and perplexity, was a charming bit 
which lifted the story out of the ordinary.

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FUNKHOUSER SUSPENDED AS 
CHICAGO MORALS INSPECTOR 


Censorship Activities Made Him Storm Center of 
Fight Waged by Motion Picture Interests— 
Exact Nature of Charges Has 
Not Been Divulged 


Chicago, May 27.—Maj. M. L. C, Funkhouser, 
morals inspector of Chicago, who has been the 
storm center of fight for his removal constantly 
waged by motion picture manufacturers almost 
since he first took office, was suspended Satur- 
day by Acting Superintendent of Police John 
Alcock, 

The precise nature of the charges, which must 
be filed before the Civil Service Commission with- 
in thirty days, has been kept secret. Tho it 
is generally kown that the real reason for his 
removal lay in the fact that deletions of My 
Four Years in Germany, the photoplay 
founded upon Ambassador Gerard’s book, 
and Griffith’s Hearts of the World, now 
running at the Olympic, caused pressure to be 
brought to bear which influenced Washington 
Officials to bring about his political elimination, 
considerable talk is circulating to the effect 
that the charge will deal with corrupt practices 
among Funkhouser lieutenants, also involving 
allegations of ‘‘padded’’ expense accounts for 
morals work, 

Accompanying the second deputy on his exodus 
from office are Frank H. Schoeffel, department 
inspector, and Joseph A. Thoney, inspector of 
moral conditions. William H. Luthardt, recent- 
ly reinstated as secretary to the Chief of Po- 
lice, was awarded Funkhouser’s office. 

Neither Funkhouser por the acting chief 
made explanations, tho each promised to issue 
statements, Funkhouser declaring that it will be 
impossible for him to issue one until he is ac- 
quainted with the reasons for ‘his dismissal. 
For a long time there has been lack of accord 
between the two offices, 

Considerable importance is attached to George 
Creel’s possible influence in doing away with 
the man who was obnoxious to big motion picture 
interests, because the head of the Bureau of 
Public Information sent a wire two weeks ago 
“demanding”? Funkhouser’s resignation, follow- 
ing Funkhouser’s ‘‘cutting’’ of the Gerard pic- 
ture. 

Funkhouser was appointed second deputy of 
Police March 22, 1913. The intervening five 
years have witnessed an almost continual row 
with motion picture interests not duplicated in 
any other big city. Early in his official career 
motion picture producers openly boasted that 
the immense wealth under their contro! would 
make it possible for them to eliminate him if 
he continued to make adverse ‘‘cuts’’ of their 
productions. Tho repeated efforts were made to 
oust him on all kinds of grounds Funkhouser al- 
ways managed to emerge from an investigation 
with both feet firmly planted. 

Tho Chicago has a censor board of twelve, 
Funkhouser is in reality a ‘‘censor sole,” as he

It is believed that Funkhouser will put up a 
stiff fight to maintain the office he held so long 
under constant fire. He makes a fine appearance 
and, in the matter of motion pictures, usually 
experiences little or no difficulty in proving that 
his deletion policy is forced by the picture pro- 
ducers who persist in presenting subjects with 
detailed sceres that offend public taste.

and it was readily evident were not mere lot- 
loiterers who would rest content with what was 
offered in the well-arranged side-shows, for, 
when Equestrian Director Ray Thompson gave 
the signal for the circus to start, nearly every 
one of the 1,500 seats were occupied, while 
hundreds were etill endeavoring to gain ad- 
mission. 

But the size of the audience did not comprise 
its chief quality. It was a crowd that appre 
ciated entertainment, and no act offered failed 
to get a full measure of applause. Nothing that 
the performers did was overlooked, partly due to 
Thompson's skill in so arranging the attractions 


in the two rings and on the center stage that, 
whenever anything exceptionally intricate was 
offered, it had the arena to itself. The hard- 
working clowns who interrupted the show from 
time to time had a fine outfit of props, which 
evoked storms of laughter. 

The cireus opened with a patriotic pageant, 
which, while not adhering to a set scenario, 
gave those assembled a hint as to the perform- 
ers’ superior horsemanship. A clown female im- 
personator, with a hat from which ribbons ra- 
diated in absurd fashion, injected considerable 
humor. 

Two rings of elephants and ponies, working in 
conjunction, started the well-balanced program. 
Then the clowns got laughs with a wagon an- 
nouncing a new saloon, with free lunch, free 
beer, etc. 

The Fondelli Troupe of Acrobats gave a fine 
exhibition of manly strength, turning combina- 
tion somersaults at dangerous angles, 

The audience next got considerable fun out 
of watching ponies and dogs do a treadmill 
stunt on revolving tables. 

The audience was accorded a closer view of 
the iron-jaw workers than is usually the case, 
and the thrill was correspondingly greater. 
Marie DeLong, Rofka Stanley and The Renos 
performed single and double stunts that did not 
rest with mere demonstrations of teeth strength. 
but also inclided a combination of trapeze work 
and the iron jaw. 

A clown photographer, who started out taking 
pictures of spectators, but ended up with one 
of bis fellows, proved a pleasant diversion. 

Miss Julian and Irene Montgomery next of- 
fered a fine routine of bareback riding. One 
of the riders met with difficulties in starting, 
but both finished strong, turning various somer- 
saults while the horses were speeding away. 

The Waites’ whip cracking proved one of the 
most appreciated features. The woman's cool- 
ness, while the man drew a cigaret from her 
mouth and a handkerchief from her bosom with 
his long, cracking whip, impressed everyone pres- 
ent. and brought forth storms of applause, 

The entertainment was interrupted to permit a 
Red Cross appeal, and close to $100 was col- 
lected. 

Del Roye juggled while a group of comedy 
acrobats held the stage. The Royal Statue 
Horses and Bronson's Statues, involving the use 
of horses with almost human intelligence and 
dogs, gave a Gine posing exhibition, which had 
a distinct touch of novelty in the fact that all 
the preparations were made in direct view of the 
andience, without intervening screens of any 
kind. 

The clowns gave a live cartoon view of an 
American soldier jabbing a bayonet into the 
kaiser, bent upon progressing in his Berlin-te 
Paris railroad labeled with poison gas and other 
faithful allies of the kaiser. 

Six Arab acrobats started out with pyramid 
building, and ended with the wild somereau!ts 
for which these tribes are noted. Their whirl! 
wind finish evoked a storm of applause, 

Two contortionists, Fred Meuske and a Chinese 
bey, were at work, while a performer in the 
rings got much applause because of a little dog’s 
co-operation. 

The clowns brought their tomfoolery to a fit- 
ting climax with their presentation of the 
kaiser’s funeral, in which one clown cleverly 
doubled, eupplying the Kaiser’s head in the 
casket and the pallbearers’ feet simultaneously. 

The eight high-school horses, with their 
skilled riders, were a distinct hit. Mrs. Ray 
Thompson's daring stunts, in which it seemed 
certain she would be throwu to the ground, as 
she repeatedly drew the horse so high that it 
seemed bound to topple over backwards, awed 
the spectators and won considerable applause. 
The Rhoda Royal horses and riders gave a fine 
account of themselves, 

Other acts which pleased were: Wrink Wright 
and Lindesan Brothers, on the double Roman 
rings; Harry La Reno's various types of acro- 
batic work, Waites’ boomerang throwing, Dav- 
enport combination carrying and jockey act, 
royal four-horse act, Marie Delong and Margue- 
tite, single traps; Wrink Wright, revolving 
aerial act. with three people: Chinese hair 
suspension, Flying Moores, casting and return 
act; Baluford Chappell, wonderful roller skating; 
revolving table and bucking mule and Ray 
Thompson and wife, high-jumping act. 

One wirthproveking act not listed on the 
program, but which put the andience in a fine 
humor nevertheless, was Chubby Green’s Oh, 
George! In a most solemn manner this gen- 
uinely funny fellow walked back and forth, gaz- 
ing into the audience and shouting for George 
and Georgie, until the crowd took it up as a sort 
of a byword, 

Just outside the tent €. Sidmeyer’s 20-in-1 
Show was reaping a fine harvest from the over- 
flow. The many shows under one roof offered 
a diversified entertainment at a small admis- 
sion fee. At the opposite side Jack Rhodes’ big 
side-show was also doing a phenomenal busi- 
ness. 

Judging by the way Kensington took to the 
Coop & Lent Circus it might have remained on 
the lot for a week stand, but week stands do not 
fit in well with the policy of a motorized show, 
which aims to cover a definite territory day by 
day. However, it’s certain that Kensington will 
give Harvey's splendid outfit a fine reception 
if it ever plays a return date. 

Unless all signs fail Harvey and his associates 
are in for the kind of a season that marks the 
best pages of outdoor show world history. With 
a half-way even break on the weather and a live 
route, the kind of show they're offering and 
their modern method of bringing it to the people 
will make circus men sit up and take notice 
when it comes to a question of receipts.—

Another old showman has been called to the 
realm beyond—George Washington Hall, 8%, 
known as America’s oldest showman. Death 
came suddenly May 20 at his home in Evans- 
ville, Wis. He was seen by many of his friends 
the Friday before his death and was apparently 
enjoying good health, Later in the evening one 
of his employees found him lying unconscious 
on a bed, The afflicted man lingered over Sun- 
day, never completely recovering consciousness. 

Col. Hall’s show life started like a romance 
in the movies. As a mere boy he ran away 
from home to answer the call of the sawdust 
ring, around which he paraded, selling peanuts 
and popcorn. His old and favorite nickname, 
“Popcorn George,”’ by which he was familiarly 
known to the followers of the road, was obtained 
in his early days. From the day he started 
peddling until his last days he had never ceased 
to be interested in 2 ‘‘big top’’ show. 

In the passing of this veteran the show world 
loses one of its most ardent supporters, big- 
hearted, openminded and a friend who deserted 
no man. 

Be is survived by a widow, a son—George 
Washington Hall, Jr.—two daughters, Mrs. 
Jessie Gollmar and Mabel Campbell, known in 
cireus life, who conducts a show of her own.

Mr. Beckley is in straitened financial condi- 
tion as a result ef his sicknese and he was 
forced last winter to become an inmate of the 
Dauphin County poorhouse at*Harrisburg. He is 
still the same enthusiaetic agent 2s of yore, look 
ing on the bright side of life always, and his 
physical condition is such that he is confined to 
his room in the institution because of his in- 
ability to walk. He is certain that with a 


wheel chair which he could manipulate himself 
he would be able to make a living. 

The members of the Advance Car No. 1 of 
Ringling Bros;’ Circus started a fund to buy the 
old agent a rolling chair, and it was decided by 
the men on the car to ask The Billboard to call

HARRY POLACK 


Devises Plan for Aiding War Chest 
Drive—Others Should Emulate Him 


Again has the outdoor showman demonstrate! 
his patriotism and willingness to support the 
nation in its determination to crush autocracy 
and spread right and freedom everywhere. Man- 
ager Harry R. Polack, of the World at Home 
Shows, put into operation on Tuesday, May 21, 
1 plan which is farreaching in results and one 
which will be continued each week of the sea 
son. It sets an example which every manager 
in the carnival world shonld emulate, 

Last week the World at Home Shows playe:l 
Akron, O., while the War Chest Drive was in 
full swing. A committee waited upon Mr. 
Polack and asked what he would do in support 
of the drive. The committee explained that it 
had hundreds of solicitors who were to make a 
house to house canvass for the drive, and in- 
stantly there was born in the fertile brain of 
this recently discovered giant of the carnival 
world a big idea. He reasoned that he had 
ibout fifteen talkers on the various shows on his 
lot and that he could reach more people in far 
less time than an army of canvassers could, so 
a hurry call was sent to each attraction for its 
owner or representative to come immediately to 
the office wagon. When all had obeyed the 
summons he asked that each attraction should 
give five minutes of the evening to the nation, 
and that each talker should talk for this five 
minutes for the War Chest. Everybody en- 
thusiastically agreed, and Mr. Polack announced 
this plan. At 8 o’clock precisely the big siren 
whistle on the ‘‘Preparedness’’ Show would 
sound three mighty blasts, and instantly each 
attraction was to make a ballyhoo to draw a 
crowd and the talkers boost the War Chest plan 
until 8:05. In order that the talkers might be 
impressive and make their efforts carry weight 
the carousel, whip and all noisy devices were 
shut down, concessions stopped completely, and 
at 8 o’clock that evening the lot was in silence 
and the various orators had every opportunity 
for impressive effort. 

The report of the War Chest committee, as it 
appeared in the Akron papers the following 
morning, gives Mr. Polack great credit, for it 
developed that the World at Home this year 
Ims some orators who can really orate, The ad- 
dress of Omar Sami, who is thie year raking in 
the shekels with the World at Home was a 
gem. 

Nor was Omar Sami the only one who spoke. 
Each of the following talked for the allotted 
five minutes, and, when the time was up, nearly 
six thousand people had been reached and thoroly 
understood what the War Chest effort means. 
Hugh Harrison spoke at the Superba Show, W. 
H. (Bill) Sanges at the Motordrome, Fred M. 
Weidmann at the Submarine, C. Smith at May- 
belle Mack’s Mule Show, Otto (Checkers) Hunt 
was loaned by Omar Sami for Bobby Mack’s 
“Preparedness,” H. A, Schultz at Mrs, Webb's 
Ten-in-One, C. BE. Pelton, another of Omar 
Sami’s men, at Kelly’s “Edna,” and W. E. 
Baxter at the Midget Platform. 

Mr. Polack’s idea is a very good one and he 
says that it is not coyprighted. Why not “‘pro- 
mote” it? 


AMUSEMENT TAX DEFINED 


Washington, May 26.—The Internal Revenue 
Bureau says touching a recent announcement of 
interpretations of the law as to the assessment 
of amusements, shows, rides, etc., inside amuse- 
ment parks, that any charge made in excess 
of ten cents for amusements inside the grounds 
will be taxable: ‘“‘No change is made what- 
ever as to tax on admission to the grounds, 
there being no such tax even where admission 
to the grounds is free. If a charge in excess 
of ten cents is made for any entertainment fea- 
ture a tax will lie against this charge.”’

At the 
time of his death he was a ticket taker at the 
Plaza Theater, Worcester, working there be- 
tween engagements with the Metro Picture 
Company and other picture concerns in New 
York City. Mr. Davy was formerly a member 
of the vaudeville team of Davy and Leslie, 
which played theaters thruout the country. He 
is survived by two daughters and a son. 


FFRANGCON-DAVIES—David  Ffrangeon-Da- 
vies, well known baritene singer, died recently 
at London, England. He was born in 1850, and 
made his debut as a singer in 1890. In the 
latter year he went into opera, his initia] role 
being that of the herald in Lohengrin at the 
Drury Lane Theater, London, with the Carl 
Rosa Company. The next season he sang the 
role of Cedric in Sullivan’s Ivanhoe at the Royal 
English Opera House. His greatest fame was 
won as an oratorio singer, his chief success in 
this line being his Elijah in Mendelssohn’s work 
of that name. In 1903 he was appointed teacher 
of music in the Royal Academy of Music. One 
of his literary efforts, The Singing of the Fu- 
ture, is considered an able freatise on the sub- 
ject. : 

FITZGERALD—Sidney Fitzgerald, a vaude- 
ville actor, of the team of Moore and Gerald, 
playing over the Orpheum Circuit, died at Spo- 
kane, Wash., May 19.

the West Indies. Needless to say the tour was 
a success, and brought new laurels to Mr. Hall. 
No little of his fame was won as an animal 
trainer, and he spent the later years of his life 
taming beasts that others had given up as hope- 
less on his farm near Evansville, 


HARRISON—Lewis C. Harrison, aged 80, a 
retired organ manufacturer, died at his home, 
East Orange, N. J.. May 22. He was head of 
the L. C, Harrison Company, of Bloomfield, Ny 
J., for a number of years. 


HIMMELSBACH—Louis Himmelshach, who 
was engaged in the theatrical shoemaking 
business for many years, died May 20 at his 
home, Brooklyn, N. Y., aged 60 years. He was 
a native of Alsace-Lorraine, France. 


KELLY—Thomas Kelly of Weehawken, N. J., 
an employee of the Harry Copping Shows, died 
in the Clearfield Hospital, Curwensville, Pa., 
May 10 from gunshot wounds alleged to have 
been inflicted by a fellow employee of the car- 
nival company. Albert Swanton was arrested 
and charged with the shooting. He claims 
self-defense, 

McELROY—James Franklin McElroy, aged 44, 
formerly 24-hour man with the Sells-Floto Cir- 
cus, died May 17 at Topeka, Kan. Death was 
due to Bright’s disease and leakage of the heart. 

MANSFIELD—Bert Mansfield, owner of Mans- 
field’s Dog and Pony Show, died suddenly May 
17 at his home, 2607 Walnut street, Everett. 
Wasb., from leakage of the beart. Mr. Mans- 
field was born at Decorah, Ia., December 6, 1877. 
In 1875 he joined hands with Robert C. Fon- 
tinell, and the partnership continued for sey- 
eral seasons. Following his marriage to Miss 
Jennie S. Busch, which took place April 1, 
1898, he put out his own show, and had con- 
ducted it ever since, showing thru Iowa, Min- 
nesota, the Dakotas, Washington and Oregon. 
His widow and two danghters survive, along 
with his father, sister and two brothers.
